REVISED  DATINGS  FOR  THE  EARLIEST 

GREEK  COINS. 

By  J.  R.  Jones. 

The  stages  of  development  which  led  to  the  invention  of  coinage  in  the  eastern 
Mediterranean  have  been  established  beyond  reasonable  doubt,  with  a  clear  sequence 
of  progression  from  metal  ingots  to  small  pellets  of  gold  or  electrum,  followed  by 
striated  or  punched  dumps,  guaranteeing  the  purity  of  the  metal,  until  true  coinage 
with  distinctive  devices  was  developed,  either  by  the  kings  of  Lydia,  or  by  their 
Ionian  Greek  neighbours. 

But  we  can  no  longer  be  satisfied  with  the  opinions  of  those  scholars  who  believed 
that  this  development  reached  its  culmination  during  the  first  half  of  the  seventh 
century  b.c.,  or  even  before.  The  only  place  in  which  the  later  stages  of  the  sequence 
referred  to  above  can  be  seen  in  one  context  is  the  deposit  of  objects  found  at  the 
temple  of  Artemis  at  Ephesus,  among  the  remains  of  earlier  buildings  which  preceded 
the  temple  erected  in  the  time  of  Croesus  (mid-sixth  century).  When  excavations 
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took  place  in  1904/5,  the  first  interpretation  of  this  deposit  was  that  it  belonged 
to  a  time  well  before  600  b.c.  But  more  recent  study,  taking  advantage  of  the 
greater  possibility  of  dating  objects  of  the  seventh  and  sixth  centuries  closely, 
suggests  that  some  of  the  objects  placed  there,  probably  as  a  foundation  deposit, 
must  be  slightly  later  than  600  b.c.,  and  in  that  case  the  specimens  of  the  earliest 
Lydian  electrum  coins  found  there  can  hardly  be  more  than  a  generation  earlier 
than  this.^ 

This  conclusion  leads  us  to  question  the  view  that  the  first  European  coins  were 
produced  during  the  reign  of  Pheidon  of  Argos,  at  a  mint  on  Aegina.  Pheidon’s 
dates  are  not  certain,  and  have  been  the  subject  of  much  discussion,  but  he  cannot 
possibly  be  placed  after  620  b.c.,  and  since  the  earliest  coins  of  Aegina  are  certainly 
descended  from  the  issues  of  the  Ionian  Greeks,  it  is  unlikely  there  would  have 
been  enough  time  for  the  invention  to  be  spread  and  taken  up.^  There  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  Pheidon  organised  a  new  system  of  weights  and  measures,  as  he  is 
said  to  have  done,  but  we  should  reject  the  tradition  (doubtless  based  on  a  confusion 
of  terms,  and  the  wish  to  attach  a  notable  invention  to  a  notable  name)  which  ascribes 
to  him  the  introduction  of  coinage.  The  most  recent  research,  based  on  careful 
analysis  of  obverse  and  reverse  types,  and  of  datable  coin  hoards,  suggests  that  the 
Aeginetan  coinage  did  not  begin  until  after  600  b.c.;^  and  it  is  also  unlikely  that 
Corinth  began  to  coin  before  that  date."^  Another  reason  for  rejecting  the  tradition  that 
Pheidon  was  the  first  to  mint  coins  in  Greece  is  that  his  own  state,  Argos,  certainly 
had  no  coinage  before  the  middle  of  the  sixth  century,  and  it  is  very  likely  that  the 
introduction  of  coined  money  did  not  take  place  even  for  a  generation  after  that. 

With  Athens,  too,  it  seems  that  a  downward  movement  of  dates  is  necessary. 
Seltman’s  masterly  classification  of  the  die-groupings  of  Athenian  coinage  up  to 
the  time  of  the  Persian  Wars^  provides  a  firm  basis  for  later  work,  but  although 
his  attributions  of  obverse  and  reverse  dies  to  their  appropriate  groups  is  unlikely 
to  be  questioned,  the  order  in  which  the  groups  are  to  be  arranged,  and  the  dating 
of  them,  is  a  much  less  certain  matter.  A  recent  re-examination  of  the  series,  using 
later  evidence  available  from  hoards,  suggests  that  the  Athena/owl  tetradrachms  did 
did  not  come  into  circulation  until  about  525  b.c.,  and  are  to  be  attributed  to  Hippias, 
not  Pisistratus  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  Panathenaic  Games.®  This  has  awkward 
implications,  because  it  is  difficult  in  that  case  to  stretch  the  heraldic  “Wappenmiinzen” 
series,  with  devices  of  Gorgon,  wheel,  triskeles,  bull’s  head,  etc.,  back  to  the  time 
of  Solon,  a  distance  of  nearly  seventy  years.  Perhaps  we  must  assume  that  Solon, 
too,  reformed  only  to  the  system  of  weights  and  measures,  since  the  literary  evidence 
will  bear  both  interpretations. 

From  these  investigations  it  seems  that  new  datings  are  being  established  for 
many  Greek  issues  before  480  b.c.  Taken  singly,  none  of  these  revisions  of  earlier 
theories  is  by  any  means  certain;  but  cumulatively  they  strengthen  each  other,  and 
it  will  not  be  surprising  if  further  discoveries  of  coin  hoards,  when  datable,  confirm 
their  conclusions.

SCOTTISH  GOLD.

Gold  is  widely  distributed  in  Scotland  but  in  small  amount.  It  has  been  worked 
over  a  long  period  and  as  far  back  as  1125  we  find  King  David  I  granting  his  tenth 
of  all  the  gold  found  in  Fife  and  Fothrif  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in 
Dunfermline.  There  exist  accounts  dated  1511,  1512,  and  1513  for  payments  to 
the  men  working  in  the  mines  on  Crawford  moor,  and  we  know  that  in  1515  the 
Queen  Regent  recommenced  the  mining  operations  which  had  been  interrupted  by 
the  death  of  James  IV  at  Flodden.  When  in  1524  Albany  ceased  to  act  as  one  of 
the  regents  a  medal  in  Scottish  gold  was  struck  to  commemorate  his  services.  On 
the  obverse  are  the  arms  of  John,  Duke  of  Albany  and  the  legend  joannis  albanie 
DUG  GUBERN,  and  on  the  reverse  the  Holy  Dove  and  the  arms  of  the  Duke  within 
the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  the  legend  sub  umbra  tuarum  (Under  the  shadow  of 
thy  [wings]). 

In  1526  the  mines  were  conceded  to  a  group  of  Germans  working  under  Joachim 
Hochstetter,  but  they  appear  to  have  achieved  only  a  very  limited  output.  Several 
writers  commented  on  this  limited  success  and  attempted  to  account  for  it.  Thus 
Hector  Boece  in  his  “  History  of  Scotland”  (1527)  says  “  God,  of  his  singulare 
gudnes,  hes  ordanit  maist  riche  minis  of  gold  .  .  .  Bot  the  superflew  aboundance  of 
all  uthir  thingis  necessar  to  the  use  of  man,  quhilk  nature  hes  producit  in  owe  regioun, 
makis  the  peple  the  les  industrius  and  crafty,  deliting  ay  mair  in  sleuth  than  ony 
exercitioun;  for  beside  the  gret  fouth  of  gers  [grass],  cornis,  and  bestiall  in  our 
landis,  beside  the  gret  aboundance  of  fowlis  in  the  air,  sa  gret  plente  is  of  fische  in 
all  partis  of  our  seis,  specially  towart  the  north,  that  the  samin  is  sufficient  ineuch 
to  nuris  all  peple,  howbeit  thair  wer  na  frutis  growand  on  oure  land  ...” 

After  James  V’s  marriage  to  Margaret  de  Guise  in  1539  French  miners  were 
brought  from  Loraine  and  their  improved  methods  soon  produced  results  which 
were  little  short  of  spectacular.  Some  three  hundred  men  were  employed  in  washing 
for  gold  over  several  summers,  and  they  isolated  above  100,000  in  English  money. 
The  account  of  1540  records  that  130  oz.  of  gold  was  coined  into  ducats,  the  well 
known  bonnet  pieces  of  James  V,  and  there  exist  accounts  of  further  mintings. 
Many  ill-authenticated  incidents  are  ascribed  to  this  period.  J.  Moir  Porteous  in 
“  God’s  Treasure-House  in  Scotland  ”  (published  1876)  relates  that  when  James  V 
returned  in  1538  from  France  with  his  bride,  Madeleine  de  Valois,  and  her  company 
of  French  ambassadors  he  wagered  he  could  produce  richer  fruits  than  those  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  land  of  France.  At  a  banquet  he  introduced  covered  dishes  filled  with 
gold  bonnet  pieces!  This  story — repeated  in  various  forms — does  not  tally  with 
facts  since  the  bonnet  pieces  were  not  made  before  1539,  by  which  time  Madeleine 
was  dead  and  James  was  married  to  Margaret  de  Guise.  We  do  know,  however, 
that  the  gold  required  for  altering  the  king’s  crown  and  for  making  the  queen’s 
crown  and  belt  was  Scottish  gold;  these  items  were  required  for  the  coronation  of 
1540.  The  crown  of  James  V  is  still  on  display  in  Edinburgh;  it  is  the  oldest  in 
the  British  regalia  for  the  old  English  crown  was  melted  down  and  minted  as  coins 
after  the  execution  of  Charles  I. 

After  the  untimely  death  of  James  V  the  intensive  working  appears  to  have  come 
to  an  end  and  references  are  much  less  precise.  Bevis  Bulmer  exploited  the  Scottish 
gold  fields  over  the  period  1578-1592.  He  came  to  Scotland  with  a  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation  from  Queen  Elizabeth  and  received  authorization  from  James  VI. 
Bulmer  is  stated  to  have  got  “  reasonable  good  store  ”  of  gold  by  the  Glengonner 
Water  but  died  in  debt  because  “  his  hospitality  and  want  of  frugality  were  the 
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theeves  that  burst  in,  and  so  robbed  his  house,  and  cutt  his  purse  bottom  cleane 
away;  and  thus  he  consumed  him  selfe  and  wasted  what  he  did  gett  in  gold,  which 
was  much.”  Bulmer  presented  to  Queen  Elizabeth  a  “  porringer  which  was  made 
of  cleene  Scotts  gold,  without  any  other  addition  ”  and  which  he  suitably  engraved. 
A  map  of  these  old  gold  workings  is  given  in  G.  V.  Wilson’s  “  The  Lead,  Zinc, 
Copper  and  Nickel  ores  of  Scotland  ”  (H.M.S.O.  1921)  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
surrounding  moor  is  still  called  Bulmer  Moss. 

Abraham  Grey  was  another  who  “  gott  a  good  quantity  of  naturall  gold  in  these 
vallies  at  Winlocke-Head.”  With  some  of  this  he  made  “  a  very  faire  deepe  bason; 
it  conteyned  by  estimation  within  the  brymes  thereof  an  English  gallon  of  liquor.” 
This  bason  was  then  “  filled  upp  to  the  bryme  with  coyned  peeces  of  gold,  called 
unicornes,  which  bason  and  peeces  both  were  presented  unto  the  French  Kinge  by 
the  said  Regent,  the  Earle  of  Moreton.” 

CorneHus  Devosse,  Nicholas  Hilliard,  and  Arthur  Van-Brounckhurst  were  a 
specially  privileged  group  as  they  were  to  be  allowed  to  bring  to  England  a  good 
quantity  of  unrefined  gold.  However,  the  Regent  Morton  appears  not  to  have 
honoured  this  agreement  and  they  returned  to  England  the  poorer  for  this  venture. 
Hilliard  is  perhaps  best  remembered  by  the  splendid  medal  he  made  in  1588  to 
commemorate  the  defeat  of  the  Armada. 

In  1619  Steven  Atkinson,  an  Englishman  employed  in  the  London  mint,  pre¬ 
pared  an  account  of  “  The  Discoverie  and  Historie  of  the  Gold  Mines  in  Scotland.” 
The  account  aimed  at  securing  the  support  of  James  VI  for  further  gold  prospecting. 
He  says  there  are  prudent  men  who  have  “  compared  those  Scotts  gold  mynes  unto 
God’s  treasur-house,  placed  by  God  himselfe  within  the  centur  of  the  earth.”  Four 
rivers,  two  descending  to  the  Clyde  and  tv/o  to  the  Nith  he  thinks  are  comparable 
to  the  Pishon,  Gihon,  Hedekell,  and  Euphrates  of  Genesis,  which  compasseth  the 
whole  land  of  Havilah,  where  there  is  gold;  and  the  gold  of  that  land  is  good.  Now 
in  Elizabethan  times  gold  was  associated  with  the  sun.  When  Columbus  felt  the 
intense  heat  along  the  coast  of  Cuba  he  entered  in  the  log  of  the  Santa  Maria  “  On 
account  of  this  heat  there  must  be  very  important  deposits  of  gold.”  Atkinson, 
therefore,  finds  it  necessary  to  counter  the  arguments  of  those  who  say  “it  is  not 
possible  gold  to  engender  in  so  cold  a  clymate,  for  it  is  against  all  humane  reason 
that  it  should  doe  soe,  without  the  heate  of  the  sonne.”  Further  he  refutes  those 
who  say  that  it  is  not  good  gold.  As  an  assay er  he  is  able  to  point  out  “  when 
fallable  gold,  made  by  the  arte  and  skill  of  man,  shall  be  brought  unto  the  assaymer, 
and  so  to  be  tried  by  his  strong  waters  or  semetery  furnaces;  then  the  true  and 
prefitt  gold,  which  is  compared  unto  God’s  worde,  is  made  knowne  from  the  base 
gold  with  his  druggs  and  compounds  .  .  .  And,  as  the  righteous,  through  the 
meritts  of  Christ,  shall  inheritt  the  Kingdome  of  heaven;  and  the  infidell  and  imperfitt 
man  that  torment  that  is  prepared  for  him,  even  so  the  good  gold  is  prepared  to 
abide  all  the  forceable  sorts  of  fier  and  water,  and  the  druggs  and  drosse  shall  be 
turned  into  smoake  or  vaper  ...”  Atkinson  did  not  get  the  financial  support  he 
was  craving  and  he  was  content  to  relinquish  his  permission  to  seek  gold  to  Dr. 
John  Hyndlie  in  1621.  He  in  turn  failed  to  make  the  workings  productive  and  since 
that  date  systematic  operations  for  gold  have  been  abandoned. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  coronation  of  Charles  I  in  Scotland  in  1633  three  specimens 
were  struck  in  Scottish  gold  of  a  medal  engraved  by  Nicholas  Briot  (M.I.  1633/59). 
The  obverse  shows  a  crowned  bust  of  Charles  and  the  reverse  a  thistle  and  rose  tree 
combined  with  the  legend  king  nostrae  crevere  rosae  (Hence  have  our  roses  grown). 
In  the  exergue  coron  18  junii  1633  and  on  the  edge  ex  auro  ut  in  scotia  reperitur 
BRIOT  FECIT  EDINBURGI  1633  (Briot  made  this  at  Edinburgh  from  Scottish  gold). 
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This  medal  strongly  appealed  to  Charles  who  carried  his  own  in  his  pocket  until 
it  became  much  worn.  A  full  account  of  the  medal  with  illustration  is  given  in 
Cochran-Patrick’s  “Medals  of  Scotland  ”  (Edinburgh  1884)  and  a  specimen  in  mint 
condition  may  be  seen  in  the  admirably  kept  Hunterian  collection  in  Glasgow. 

It  is  recorded  that  in  1803  Prof.  Traill  of  Edinburgh  found  gold  in  a  vein  of 
quartz  in  situ  at  Wanlockhead.  From  time  to  time  small  amounts  of  gold  have  been 
collected  for  specific  purposes  e.g.  for  jewellery  for  Lady  Colebrooke  (1858)  and  for 
the  Countess  of  Hopetoun  (1862). 

In  1852  there  occurred  a  somewhat  ludicrous  episode.  Gold  was  alleged  to  be 
present  in  a  carboniferous  limestone  quarry  near  Kinnesswood  in  Fife.  This 
resulted  in  a  gold  rush  which  lasted  about  a  month  with  a  daily  average  of  300 
diggers,  many  of  them  coal  and  iron  miners,  wLo  had  been  previously  earning  as 
much  as  fifteen  shillings  a  week.  The  rush  ended  suddenly  when  it  was  realised 
that  the  gold  was  iron  pyrites,  still  popularly  known  as  fools’  gold. 

In  1869,  however,  real  gold  was  found  by  the  Kildonan  Burn  in  Sutherland, 
and  a  second  gold  rush  was  soon  under  way.  It  is  difficult  to  say  just  how  much 
gold  was  produced  in  this  feverish  three  months  as  not  all  found  its  way  to  the 
authorized  dealers  but  £15,000  would  be  a  conservative  estimate.  Dr.  Lauder 
Lindsay,  who  had  long  been  interested  in  gold  in  Scotland  (see  Trans.  Edin.  Geological 
Soc.,  1867,  1,  105)  was  so  delighted  by  this  event  that  he  had  made  a  medal  by  Mr. 
Wilson,  a  goldsmith  of  Inverness,  who  had  purchased  much  of  the  Kildonan  gold. 
This  medal  is  pictured  opposite  page  168,  vol.  3,  of  the  Trans.  Edin.  Geological  Soc. 
It  was  4  inches  diameter,  weighed  4|  oz.  and  was  engraved : —

A  later  event  of  some  interest  was  the  discovery  of  a  10  lb.  mass  of  auriferous 
quartz  at  Wanlockhead  by  Andrew  Gemmell  in  1872,  but  for  the  main  part  the 
memory  of  Scottish  gold  is  preserved  in  the  “gowd  scars  ”  and  in  namxcs  such  as 
“  The  Gowd-Scar  Row  ”  in  Wanlockhead. 

THE  MODERN  COINS  OF  THE 
MUTAWAKKILITE  KINGDOM  OF  THE  YEMEN.

Second  Period — Independent  Kingdom. 

Following  the  Turkish  evacuation  in  1919,  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler  was  adopted 
as  the  standard  measure  of  legal  tender  (for  unlimited  amount)  of  the  new  indepen¬ 
dent  Kingdom.  'The  unit  of  currency  was  the  copper  buksha,  40  of  which  made  the 
equivalent  of  one  thaler.  Silver  and  copper  coins  in  divisions  and  multiples  of 
the  buksha  were  struck  for  the  State  at  the  mint  in  San’a. 

In  spite  of  the  recent  date  of  these  coins,  it  has  proved  impossible  to  obtain 
authentic  information  concerning  their  issue. 

I  am  assured  by  reputable  authorities  that  no  records  are  maintained  in  the 
San’a  mint.  The  Imam  is  the  sole  authority  for  all  action  taken — much  of  which  is 
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unwritten — and  Government  action  is  either  presented  as  a  fait  accompli  or 
announced  by  “  beat  of  drum  ”  to  the  people  (i.e.  by  a  town  cryer). 

For  the  regular  issues  the  evidence  of  the  coins  themselves  must  be  taken  and 
the  denominations  issued  by  Imam  Yahya  in  the  early  years  following  1918,  and 
which,  with  the  exception  of  two  denominations  only,  continued  to  be  struck  at 
intervals  until  his  death  in  1948,  are: —

SILVER  COINAGE. 

'Imadi  Riyal 

The  ‘ImMi  riyals  of  Imam  Yahya  are  all  dated  a.h.  1344  (a.d.  1925/26)  but, 
according  to  the  news  report  of  16th  March,  1907,  this  denomination  was  first 
struck  in  or  about  a.h.  1324/25,  while  recent  authors  claim  the  date  of  introduction 
as  A.H.  1342  (a.d.  1924). 

The  coin  is  very  rarely  seen  and  most  examples  obtained  locally  to-day  have 
been  turned  into  forms  of  jewellery  by  having  a  suspension  ring  soldered  to  the  top 
and  very  frequently  show  traces  of  gilding.  They  are  eagerly  sought  after  by  the 
Arabs,  who  regard  them  as  being  “  very  good  to  possess,”  partly  on  account  of  the 
tasmalic  virtues  of  the  Kalimah  on  the  reverse  and  partly  (due  to  nationalistic 
motives)  because  it  is  a  large  silver  piece  with  a  complete  inscription  in  Arabic. 
Concerning  their  cost,  they  command  among  the  Arabs  (in  Aden)  a  standing  price 
of  between  10  to  15  East  African  shillings  as  compared  to  their  nominal  value  of 
about  5  shillings. 

Originally,  I  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the  Imam  had  attempted  to  establish  a 
complete  local  Yemen  currency  system  and  intended  to  substitute  for  the  thaler  a 
standard  coin  of  equivalent  value  of  his  own  design.  This  belief  is  also  held  by 
Dr.  J.  Hans,  who  on  page  22  of  his  monograph  on  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler,  states 
that  Yemen  attempted  to  oust  the  thaler  with  its  own  locally  minted  riyal. 

This  problem  is  settled  by  the  records  of  the  Aden  Residency  (H.M.  File  2) 
where,  in  a  news  report  from  Hodeida  dated  20th  December,  1922,  para.  11,  we 
find  the  following: — 

“  The  Imam  has  notified  to  all  his  subjects,  by  beat  of  drum,  to  exchange  the  Turkish 
Majidies  by  Majidies  of  his  own  name,  which  have  been  recently  coined.” 

This  report  is  important  as  it  definitely  establishes  the  year  that  Imam  Yahya 
introduced  a  general  currency  of  silver  and  copper.  The  reference  in  the  report  to 
“  exchange  Turkish  Majidies  of  his  own  name  ”  has  been  translated  literally  but 
the  meaning  is  that  the  people  were  to  exchange  all  Turkish  coins  for  coins  issued  by 
the  Imam. 

An  examination  of  the  economic  system  of  the  country  and  the  rarity  of  the 
‘Imadi  riyals  disproves  that  they  were  intended  to  oust  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler. 

It  was  clearly  a  task  far  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  San’a  mint  to  strike  the 
enormous  number  of  ‘Imadi  riyals  required  to  effect  a  change  in  the  standard  coin. 
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In  the  case  of  the  Turkish  Mejidie  dollar,  the  situation  was  somewhat  different. 
This  coin,  although  a  standard  of  value  during  the  Turkish  regime,  did  not  circulate 
freely  outside  the  areas  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  Turks  and,  in  comparison 
with  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler,  comparatively  few  Mejidies  were  in  actual 
circulation. 

The  Imam’s  abhorrence  of  all  things  Turkish  led  to  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Turkish  coins  as  soon  as  it  was  practicable. 

Another  very  important  fact  is  that,  while  small  quantities  of  silver  used  to  be 
mined  in  Yemen,  practically  all  the  metal  required  for  the  local  silver  coinage  had 
to  be  either  imported  or  obtained  from  melting  down  existing  silver  coins  or 
ornaments. 

According  to  the  trade  returns  of  Hodeida  compiled  from  foreign  sources,  no 
raw  materials  for  coinage  purposes  passed  through  that  Port  between  1911  and  1926 
and  it  follows  therefore,  that  the  Tmadi  riyals  of  Imam  Yahya  were  struck  from  silver 
chiefly  obtained  by  melting  down  existing  coins.  No  doubt,  as  is  the  case  to-day, 
a  quantity  of  thalers  provided  some  of  the  metal  necessary  for  the  first  Tmadi  riyals 
but  I  believe  that  the  majority  were  struck  from  the  metal  obtained  by  melting  down 
Turkish  silver  issues. 

Once  the  Turkish  Mejidie  dollar  and  other  Turkish  silver  coin  had  been  with¬ 
drawn,  the  minting  of  the  Tmadi  riyal  ceased  and  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler  remained 
the  actual  monetary  standard.  No  attempt  was  made  to  replace  the  thaler  with 
the  Tmadi  for,  apart  from  the  question  of  the  capacity  and  output  of  the  San’a 
mint  which,  in  its  organisation  and  equipment  at  that  time  (and  later),  could  not 
have  recoined  thalers  into  Tmadi  riyals  in  sufficient  quantity  to  have  ever  succeeded 
in  a  complete  recoinage,  there  was  the  question  of  cost.  It  is  obvious,  that  if  the 
currency  system  of  any  country  is  based  upon  a  foreign  coin  of  definite  weight  and 
fineness  content  and  the  local  Government  are  powerless  to  control  the  issue, 
replacement  or  redemption,  then  any  local  issues  of  equal  fineness  and  weight 
obtained  from  melting  it  down  in  quantity  must,  of  necessity,  be  produced  at  a  loss. 

Throughout  the  entire  period  from  1919  to  date,  the  minor  local  currency  of 
Yemen  has  been  a  source  of  trouble  both  in  its  limited  issue  and  excessive  produc¬ 
tion  cost.  The  limited  issue  of  coin  was  largely  overcome  by  the  import  by  way 
of  trade  with  Aden  in  the  years  1919-51,  of  the  British  Indian  Rupee  and  since 
1951,  by  the  East  African  shilling. 

However,  trade  by  Yemen  with  the  outside  world  is  limited.  Unlike  the 
neighbouring  Kingdom  of  Saudi  Arabia,  it  has  no  large  foreign  income  (at  least 
not  yet)  from  oil  royalties  to  boost  its  purchasing  power  for  necessary  raw  materials 
on  the  world  markets.  This  question  of  raw  materials  for  coinage  purposes  is 
dealt  with  later.  On  the  evidence  at  present  available,  it  is  clear  that  while  it  may 
have  been  the  Imam’s  original  intention  to  supersede  not  only  the  Turkish  Mejidie 
dollar  and  other  coins  and,  eventually,  the  thaler,  with  a  riyal  of  his  own  issue,  the 

recoinage  of  the, thalers  at  least  had  to  be  abandoned. 

« 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  Tmadi  riyal  is  that  like  the  majority  of  other  large 
modern  silver  coins,  it  has  an  edge  inscription.  This  is  somewhat  peculiar  as  it  is 
written  in  Arabic  in  isolated  letters.  It  is: —

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By  joining  the  capitals  together,  the  reading  of  the  first  group  is : —

A1  Mulk  lillah.  The  Kingdom  be  to  God. 
and  the  second  group: —

A1  Tzza-t  lillah.  The  Glory  be  to  God. 

The  name  ‘Imddi  given  to  these  riyals,  and  which  was  later  bestowed  upon  the 
Maria  Theresa  thaler  (see  H.  Scott  “  In  the  High  Yemen,”  London,  1942,  page  78), 
is  derived  from  ’"Amad.  This  was  the  popular  name  (Lakab)  of  Imam  Yahya. 
'Imddi  means  Pillar.  The  inscription  on  the  coin  is : — 

(“  C5  ^  ^  Ymadi  ). 

The  weight  of  the  Tmadi  riyal  is  the  same  as  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler  and  when 
compared  to  that  coin,  the  variation  in  several  specimens  was  found  to  be  only 
between  .100  to  .300  of  a  gramme. 

A  local  belief  in  Aden  is  that  these  riyals  although  inscribed  “  struck  in  San’a,” 
were  minted  in  Italy.  After  a  close  examination,  I  discount  this  on  several  grounds. 
In  character  and  finish  they  are  crude  and  although  it  is  very  evident  that  the  coins 
were  most  carefully  struck,  they  lack  the  evenness  and  clean  impression  of  a  coin 
struck  by  power-driven  machinery  of  a  modern  European  mint.  The  Arabic 
characters  have  not,  in  all  cases,  been  cut  clean  and  over-engraving  can  be  seen. 
Die  varieties  exist  which  if  struck  in  a  modern  mint  employing  the  use  of  master 
punches,  would  not  occur  for  the  limited  numbers  manufactured. 

I  think  this  local  belief  originates  from  the  fact  that  during  the  1920’s,  Italian 
activity  was  prominent  in  Yemen  and  Italian  engineers  were  present  in  the  country. 
While  an  Italian  national  may  have  directed  the  operations  of  the  San’a  mint  and 
tools  and  mint  appliances  were  possibly  obtained  from  Italy  (such  as  the  collars 
for  the  edge  inscription),  I  do  not  accept  that  the  coins  were  minted  outside  Yemen, 
but  are,  for  the  time  and  conditions  under  which  they  were  manufactured,  a  most 
creditable  production  of  this  Arab  State. 

As  stated  previously,  the  date  on  the  Tmadi  riyal  is  a.h.  1344  but,  on  this  point, 
we  have  conflicting  evidence.

(3)  L.  S.  Forer,  The  Art  of  Collecting  Coins,  London,  1955,  page  133,  says 
“  Tmadi — A  silver  coin  of  the  Yemen  first  struck  in  1924.” 

The  earliest  date  traced  by  me  on  any  silver  coin  of  the  modern  Yemen  series  is 
A.H.  1337  (=A.D.  1918/19)  and  which,  within  broad  limits,  is  confirmed  by  the 
Hodeida  report  of  22nd  December,  1922.  While  Tmadi  riyals  could  exist  dated 
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A.H.  1337  or  later,  it  would  seem  however,  that  they  were  only  coined  during  the 
reign  of  Imam  Yahya  with  the  one  year  date  viz.  a.h.  1344. 

SMALLER  SILVER  COINS. 

The  remainder  of  the  smaller  silver  denominations  have  some  interesting 
features  but  generally  speaking,  their  design  follows  that  of  the  copper  of  the  first 
period.  There  are  several  distinct  issues  which  vary  slightly  in  design  although 
the  titles  and  inscriptions  remain  the  same. 

Rub''  'Imddi  or  Quarter- Imddi. 

The  earliest  date  recorded  and  traced  is  a.h.  1341  (a.d.  1922/23).  This  varies 
from  later  coins  in  that  the  obverse  inscription  is  not  surrounded  by  ornamented 
crescents  and  the  reverse  inscription  is  enclosed  within  a  plain  circle.  Later  issues 
have  a  smaller  central  circle  on  the  reverse  surrounded  by  four  half  circles.  Major 
varieties  exist  of  both  issues. 

The  design  of  the  second  issue  with  the  ornamented  crescents  surrounding  the 
obverse  was  inspired  by  the  obverse  design  of  the  Turkish  silver  coins  of  the  1909- 
1918  period  which  have  a  similar  border  of  crescents;  each  crescent  containing  a 
star.  On  the  Yemen  pieces,  the  star  is  omitted  except  one  variety  with  stars  in  the 
outer  points. 

Weight  variations  between  coins  of  the  same  date  are  notable  and  are  dealt 
with  later.  ^ 

Several  of  the  Quarter  TmMi  coins  of  Imam  Yahya  show  attempts  at  milling 
on  their  edges,  but  the  operation  was  either  unsuccessful  or  not  always  attempted, 
for  the  majority  examined  present  the  appearance  of  plain  edges. 

'Ushr  or  One  Tenth  'Imddi. 

The  earliest  date  so  far  traced  is  a.h.  1337  (a.d.  1918/19)  and  a  slight  difference 
on  the  reverse  design  of  this  issue  distinguishes  it  from  later  coins.  This  difference 
is  that  that  word  “  sanat  ”  (=year)  is  omitted,  whereas  the  later  issues,  after  1340, 
bear  the  word  “  sanat.”  Some  specimens  of  this  denomination  also  show  attempts 
at  edge  milling  in  the  earlier  years. 

Nusf  ‘Ushr  or  One  Twentieth  'Imddi. 

A  coin  very  rarely  found  in  even  fair  condition.  The  earliest  date  traced  of  this 
denomination  is  a.h.  1337  (a.d.  1918/19)  and  except  for  a  slight  difference  in  the 
engraving  of  the  lines  of  the  Arabic  characters  and  a  plain  rim,  succeeding  issues 
have  an  identical  design. 

COPPER  COINS. 

Copper  Buksha. 

The  earliest  date  noted  on  a  copper  buksha  is  a.h.  1341  (a.d.  1922/23).  They 
are  very  thin  and  much  lighter  in  weight  compared  with  later  issues.  As  in  the  case 
of  the  silver,  a  slight  change  took  place  in  the  design  of  the  reverse  on  later  coins 
when  stars  separating  the  mint  name  from  the  value  were  replaced  by  three  ornaments. 

The  metal  content  varies  and  in  one  or  two  years  the  coins  were  struck  in  brass 
instead  of  copper. 

Haldla  or  Half -Buksha. 

Of  all  the  modern  coins  struck  in  Yemen,  this  denomination  is  the  most  prolific 
and  the  date  series  the  more  complete.  Minor  changes  in  the  design  took  place 
along  with  the  other  values  in  the  early  period.  The  first  date  noted  belonging  to 
the  independent  Kingdom  is  that  of  a.h.  1338  (a.d.  1919/20). 
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Zalat  or  Quarter- Buksha. 

A  rare  denomination.  The  obverse  bears  the  normal  inscription  found  on 
other  coins  but  on  account  of  space,  omits  the  Imam’s  name  and  part  of  his  titles. 
It  reads  “  Nusrah  Allah  Al.  Mutawakkil  ala  Allah  ”  and  the  accession  date  a.h.  1322 
(1904). 

On  the  reverse,  within  a  central  circle,  is  the  usual  Kalimah  and  the  year  of 
minting.  Small  stars  replace  the  name  of  the  mint  and  denomination  found  on 
other  coins  in  the  outside  circle. 

The  date  of  the  introduction  of  this  small  denomination  of  currency  is  not 
certain.  The  few  pieces  examined  bear  four  dates  only — a.h.  1342  (1923/24), 
A.H.  1343  (A.D.  1924/25),  a.h.  1344  (a.d.  1925/26  and  a.h.  1346  (a.d.  1927/28). 
A  report  from  Hodeida  to  the  Government  of  Aden  (File  H.M./4)  dated  4/5  June, 
1927,  which  gives  a  hstof  the  Imamic  coins  then  current  in  Yemen,  includes  the 
quarter  buksha  under  the  name  “  Zalata  ”  and  equivalent  to  one  “  pice  ”  (Indian). 

Its  use  as  a  coin  value  was  limited,  for  during  the  early  1930’s  the  value  of  the 
Maria  Theresa  thaler  decreased.  A  quarter-buksha  could  buy  practically  nothing 
and  it  passed  out  of  use. 

The  word  “  Zalat  ”  or  “  Zalata  ”  is  apparently  derived  from  the  old  Slavonic 
Zolot  or  Zolota,  but  is  now  a  Northern  Arabic  term  used  for  a  small  coin.  In  Yemen, 
the  word  has  also  been  used  in  a  general  way  for  the  half  buksha.  A  further  notice 
of  this  name  for  Yemen  coins  is  to  be  found  in  H.  St.  J.  Philby’s  work  “  Sheba’s 
Daughters,”  London,  1939,  page  125,  where,  at  a  place  called  “  Shabwa  ”  (in  1936), 
the  author  states  that  owing  to  the  lack  of  small  currency,  he  was  forced  to  make 
use  of: — 

“  the  small  coin  of  the  Najran  market — the  Zalat  of  Yaman — of  which  eighty,  or  160 
half-Zalatas,  went  to  the  dollar.” 

The  above  remarks  deal  with  the  normal  coins  and  denominations  issued  by 
Imam  Yaha.  However,  a  further  piece  belonging  to  this  reign  has  been  noted  and 
has  caused  considerable  difficulty  in  its  attribution.  It  is  a  small  nickel  piece  and 
is  so  unlike  any  coins  of  the  regular  Yemen  series  that,  apart  from  the  date  a.h.  1322 
(a.d.  1904/05)  and  the  honorific  title  “  Mutawakldl  ala  Allah,”  there  is  nothing  to 
identify  it  as  of  Yemen  origin. 

Enquiries  carried  out  among  the  money  changers  in  Taiz,  Yemen,  elicited  the 
information  that  it  was  “  in  circulation  some  years  ago  as  a  quarter-buksha  ”  and 
its  most  common  use  was  for  the  purchase  of  salt  by  the  poorer  sections  of  the 
community. 

This  information  was  general.  Most  of  the  money  changers  at  Taiz  were 
aware  of  its  existence,  and  all  specified  salt  as  the  main  item  for  which  it  was  used. 
Efforts  to  trace  the  mint  of  striking  have  so  far  failed  but  it  was  most  probably 
executed  in  Italy. 

It  does  not  appear  to  be  included  in  the  list  of  Imamic  coins  in  general  circulation 
in  1927,  when  the  buksha  and  its  divisions  are  stated  to  be  “  of  brass,”  but  it  is 
possible  that  the  Imam,  after  introducing  the  quarter-buksha,  was  compelled  to 
obtain  the  assistance  of  a  foreign  mint. 

This  denomination  was  so  small  in  value  that  the  quantity  required  to  give  it 
general  circulation  could  not  be  provided  by  the  San’a  mint.  The  methods  in 
operation  at  the  mint  were  so  old  fashioned  that  it  could  not  cope  with  the  output 
required,  thus  the  services  of  a  modern  mint  had  to  be  obtained. 

On  the  strength  of  the  1927  report,  I  would  place  its  issue  as  about  1928/30 
when  it  possibly  superseded  the  quarter  buksha  of  local  minting,  for  the  local 
issue  is  very  rarely  seen  in  Aden. 
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This  completes  the  review  of  the  coins  issued  by  Imam  Yahya  and  it  is  appro¬ 
priate  at  this  stage  to  mention  the  notices  traced  concerning  the  currency  of  Yemen 
during  the  second  period. 

The  first  is  the  official  report  from  Hodeida  to  the  Government  of  Aden,  dated 
4/5  June,  1927,  and  already  mentioned  under  the  quarter-buksha  denomination. 

The  original  report  in  Arabic  is  missing  but  the  summary  translation  reads: — 

“  1  That  coins  (counterfeits)  resembling  those  of  the  Imam  have  now  been  discovered, 

2  That  enquiries  show  that  they  are  made  at  Bait  ul-Faki  (north  of  Tabid)  which  is 
resisting  the  Imam’s  rule  and  is  surrounded  by  the  Zaraing. 

3  That  these  coins  have  increased  and  that  the  Imamic  Authorides  have  experienced 
great  difficulty  in  the  matter  of  finding  out  the  offenders  and  punishing  them. 

The  Imamic  coins  that  are  curent  in  Yemen  are  of  brass: 

Zalata  =  one  pice 
Zalata  =  two  pice 
Bugsha  ^  four  pice 
of  silver: 

Qarsh  Sagh  =  annas  two 
Powla  (silver)  =  annas  four 
I  dollar  (silver) 

1  dollar  (silver) 

The  rate  of  exchange  of  a  dollar  is  10  powlas.” 

All  the  copper  and  silver  denominations  issued  by  Imam  Yahya  are  represented 
in  this  list.  Particular  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  in  the  year  1927,  both  the 
copper  or  brass  quarter  buksha  and  the  silver  Tmadi  riyal  were  circulating  in  Yemen. 

A  second  report  is  to  be  found  in  “  In  the  High  Yemen,”  by  H.  Scott,  London, 
1942,  page  78,  where  we  find  the  following  passages: — 

“  The  official  name  in  Yemen  for  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler  is  Imadis.” 

“  The  small  currency  of  the  Yemen  is  minted  locally.  Forty  ‘  buqshas  ’  or  ‘  bogaches  ’ 
are  equivalent  to  a  riyal.  There  are  copper  half-buqshas  and  buqshas  nearly  the  same 
size  as  halfpence  and  pence,  and  small  silver  pieces  worth  respectively  two,  four  and 
ten  buqshas.  The  last  is,  of  course,  a  quarter-dollar,  but  there  is  no  piece  equivalent 
to  half  a  dollar.” 

Scott  visited  Yemen  in  1937  and  this  report  by  a  trained  observer  establishes  the 
denominations  in  daily  use  in  that  year  as  the: — 

Silver. — J,  V105  and  V20  Tmadi. 

Copper. — Buksha  and  half-buksha. 

No  mention  is  made  of  the  silver  Tmadi  riyal  or  of  a  copper  or  nickel  quarter-buksha 
and  one  must  assume  that  these  two  denominations  had  passed  out  of  use  between 
the  years  1927  and  1937. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Modern  Reproductions  of  Ancient  Coins.  The  attention  of  Mr.  J.  Schulman, 
President  of  the  “  Committee  against  Modern  Forgeries  ”  of  the  International  Association 
of  Professional  Numismatists,  has  been  called  to  a  circular  letter  from  a  firm  called  Coin 
Reproductions  of  9,  West  42nd  Street,  New  York,  U.S.A.,  signed  “  Bob  Siegel,”  offering 
reproductions  of  Greek,  Roman  and  Jewish  coins  said  to  be  produced  “  through  a  completely 
new  and  revolutionary  process  ”  using  “  extremely  exact  dies  of  the  rarest  and  finest  ancient 
coins  in  the  world.”  The  circular  goes  on  to  say:  “  These  dies  were  produced  from  the 
original  coins  through  the  co-operation  of  the  British  Coin  Museum  and  The  Royal  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  and  are  so  exact  that  even  the  experts  have  difficulty  in  distinguishing  them  from 
the  originals.” 

Dr.  John  Walker,  Keeper  of  Coins,  British  Museum,  has  categorically  denied  any  connection 
between  the  British  Museum  (Dept,  of  Coins  and  Medals),  as  also  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society,  and  this  firm,  and  has  written  to  Mr.  Siegel  asking  him  to  delete  any  reference  to 
either  of  these  two  bodies. 

In  the  meantime  through  the  energetic  action  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild, 
the  International  Association  of  Professional  Numismatists,  and  the  editor  of  the  Com  H7or/d(who 
refused  to  accept  the  advertisement)  the  sale  of  these  reproductions  has  been  halted  until 
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such  time  as  each  reproduction  bears  the  word  “  replica  ”  or  “  copy  ”  on  each  piece,  in  such 
a  way  that  it  cannot  be  effaced. 

A  specimen  of  a  denarius  of  Severus  Alexander,  produced  by  this  firm,  has  been  submitted 
to  the  President  of  the  Committee.  It  is  an  excellent  reproduction,  struck  in  lead,  then  plated 
and  darkened  with  an  artificial  patina.  Except  for  two  details  it  would  deceive  all  but  the 
expert,  but  being  in  lead  it  bends  easily  under  pressure,  and  the  reverse  is  incorrect  as  the 
legend  reads  pm  tr  p  xviii  cos  iiii  pp  whilst  the  ultimate  dated  coins  of  Severus  Alexander 
are  pm  tr  p  xiiii  cos  hi. 

Since  the  above  was  written  3  more  of  these  reproductions  have  been  seen.  They  are 
a  “  Tribute  penny  ”  of  Tiberius,  a  denarius  of  Marcus  Aurelius,  and  a  Syracusan  dekadrachm 
of  the  Evainetos  type.  The  first  two,  like  the  Severus  Alexander,  are  in  lead,  plated  and 
darkened,  and  might  deceive  all  but  a  collector  of  Roman  coins  or  an  expert.  The  dekadrachm 
is  of  such  poor  workmanship  and  finish  that  it  is  but  a  grotesque  caricature  of  the  original. 
So  much  for  the  boast  that  they  are  indistinguishable  from  the  originals! 

It  is  not  known  whether  any  of  these  have  reached  the  European  market,  but  in  case  some 
have  already  been  sent  here,  the  following  sets  were  being  offered : 

10  Roman  Republican  denarii  (C.  Serveilius,  M.  Porcius  Laeca,  L.  Flaminius  Cilo, 
M.  Tullius,  C.  Sulpicius,  C.  Vibius  Pansa,  P.  F.  Crassipes,  C.  Naevius  Balbus,  Q.  C.  Metellus, 
Marcius  Phillippus). 

10  Roman  Imperial  denarii  (Domitian,  Trajan,  Hadrian,  Faustina  Elder,  Marcus  Aurelius, 
Septimius  Severus,  Caracalla,  Geta,  Julia  Domna,  Severus  Alexander). 

4  Jewish  coins  (1st  Revolt  Shekel,  i  and  ](!)  and  Shekel  of  Simon  Bar-Cochba). 

4  Cob  pieces  (8,  4,  2  and  1  Reales). — J.  Schulman,  Amsterdam. 

Durham  Penny  from  a  Deserted  Medieval  Village.  A  silver  Durham  penny  minted 
between  1509  and  1523,  when  bishops  of  Durham  issued  their  own  coins,  has  been  found 
during  excavations  on  the  site  of  a  deserted  medieval  village  at  West  Hartburn  betw’een 
Darlington  and  Stockton.  Dr.  B.  Dobson  said  in  the  Durham  University  archeological 
bulletin  that  the  field  where  the  village  stood,  which  is  now  permanent  pasture,  has  probably 
been  undisturbed  since  the  village  was  abandoned.  The  remains  suggest  a  long,  narrow 
village  green  with  houses  on  both  sides. — The  Guardian,  l^th  February,  1963. 

Scottish  Coins  for  Display  at  Dundee.  Part  of  a  hoard  of  early  Scottish  coins  found  by 
three  Forfar  men  is  to  be  exhibited  in  Dundee  Museum.  The  total  number  of  coins  found 
was  90 — 70  of  which  went  to  the  National  Museum  in  Edinburgh  and  the  remainder  to  Dundee. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Boyd,  director  of  the  museum,  said  that  the  silver  and  copper  coins  dated  from 
the  reigns  of  Robert  II,  James  I  and  Queen  Mary.  Some  are  in  good  condition,  but  others 
are  barely  recognisable. 

A  case  of  early  Scots  coins  has  just  been  completed  in  the  museum,  so  it  will  be  some  time 
before  the  new  ones  are  on  show  to  the  public. 

It  was  last  October  that  the  coins  were  found  by  three  men  working  on  the  new  Borstal 
site  at  Noranside.  The  find  was  reported  to  the  Home  Department  in  Edinburgh  and  later 
sent  to  Dundee  Museum  for  indentification. — Dundee  Evening  Telegraph,  March,  1963.

SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  SERVICE  MEDALS  FOR 
CAMPAIGNS  AND  EXPEDITIONS  IN  AFRICA.

These  notes  on  War  Medals  have  been  almost  entirely  in  connection  with  the 
regiments  of  infantry  and  cavalry  in  the  British  Army  List,  primarily  because  the 
colonial  rolls  for  local  forces  are  not  available  in  London.  However,  having  been 
fortunate  enough  to  have  access  to  the  rolls  of  the  British  South  Africa  Company 
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Medal  one  can  thus  give  the  approximate  numbers  issued  to  each  unit.  The 
numbers  for  the  Pioneer  Medal  issued  in  1920  are  those  shown  in  the  roll — the 
number  of  medals  and/or  clasps  claimed  was  very  much  lower.

In  the  rolls  many  names  are  crossed  out,  owing  to  their  having  been  included 
with  another  Corps  or  Troop — the  above  numbers  are,  as  far  as  possible,  those  of 
the  unexpunged  names,  and  this  accounts  for  the  very  small  numbers  in  some 
troops,  practically  all  the  names  on  a  sheet  of  the  roll  being  crossed  out. 

This  section  completes  the  “  notes  ”  on  South  Africa  for  the  present  time,  as 
the  Boer  War  is  in  recent  memory  and  to  compile  a  Ust  of  all  the  Regiments  of 
Cavalry  and  Infantry  and  all  the  variations  of  a  medal  with  26  bars  earned  in  the 
short  period  of  three  years  would  occupy  many  months  of  research,  more-over  the 
medal  rolls  are  not  at  present  (May,  1962)  available  and,  in  any  case,  there  would  be 
259  volumes  to  be  searched. 

The  writer  is  always  glad  to  receive  queries  and  corrections. 
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The  British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  February  meeting, 
Mr.  C.  Blunt  read  a  paper  on  the  Coinage  of  Mercia, 
823-840.  After  a  short  historical  introduction,  Mr. 
Blunt  discussed  the  existing  views  on  this  coinage.  He 
gave  reasons  for  considering  that  neither  Beornwulf, 
Ludica,  or  Wiglaf  used  the  Canterbury  Mint.  The 
coinage  of  the  first  two  kings  (with  one  possible  excep¬ 
tion)  emanated  from  an  East  Anglican  Mint.  That  of 
Wiglaf  was  from  London.  A  review  of  the  hoard  evi¬ 
dence  followed.  This  included  remarks  on  the  Suffolk 
Hoard  acquired  by  Mr.  Cuff.  There  was  then  a  critical 
examination  of  some  controversial  pieces,  including  the 
Cuff  Ludica,  the  Wigan  Ludica,  and  the  Pembroke 
Wiglaf.  All  these  should  be  accepted  as  genuine.  Mr. 
Blunt  summarized  his  conclusions  as  follows ; — 

1  That  Beornwulf  and  Ludica  continued  the  practice  of 
their  predecessors  in  employing  an  East  Anglican  Mint, 
but  that,  unlike  them  used  it  to  the  virtual  exclusion  of 
other  mints. 

2  That  the  East  Anglican  Mint  passed  into  the  hands  of 
the  East  Anglican  Kings,  probably  on  the  death  of 
Ludica  in  827. 

3  That  Wiglaf  used  only  the  London  Mint,  and  that 
all  his  surviving  coins  were  struck  early  in  his  reign. 

4  That  the  numismatic  evidence  suggesting  that  Beqrn- 
wulf  used  neither  Canterbury  or  Rochester  as  his  mints 
may  throw  light  on  the  extent  of  the  authority  in  Kent 
of  Baldred,  a  king  of  whom  historically  very  little  is 
known. 


There  followed  a  discussion  in  which  Messrs.  Dolley, 
Lyon  and  Stewart  took  part.

Hayes  (Middx.)  and  District  C.C.  At  the 
February  meeting,  P.  Wyman  gave  an  instructive  talk 
upon  “  Coinage  of  the  United  States  of  America.” 
Starting  with  the  issue  of  the  first  coin,  the  Fugio  Cent, 
in  1787,  Mr.  Wyman  went  on  to  the  first  Dollar  issue 
of  1794  and  then  the  half  and  quarter  Dollar,  and  the 
Dime  and  half  Dime  in  chronological  sequence.  He 
then  dealt  with  the  gold  coinage,  the  Double  Eagle  of 
Twenty  Dollars,  the  Eagle  and  its  half  and  quarter 
denominations,  also  the  gold  Dollars.  Some  short-lived 
issues  were  the  Twenty  Cents  and  the  Three  Cents 
pieces.  The  talk  w'as  well  illustrated  throughout  with 
a  spendid  range  of  coins  from  his  collection,  some  of 
which  are  extremely  rare.  Mr.  Wyman  concluded  his 
talk  with  a  humorous  account  of  the  operations  of 
beginner  coin-collectors  in  the  U.S.  forces.  They  start 
by  cashing  their  pay-checks  all  in  Cent  pieces  and  then 
having  selected  as  many  differently  dated  coins  as  they 
can  find,  they  return  the  unwanted  Cents  back  to  the 
Bank  in  exchange  for  5  Cents  pieces,  which  in  turn  go 
back  for  Dimes  and  so  on,  ascending  in  values,  however  a 
halt  has  to  be  made  eventually,  otherwise  there  would  not 
be  any  money  left  to  buy  food  with,  so  they  have  to 
wait  until  the  next  pay-check  comes  along  before  they 
can  start  annoying  the  bank-tellers  again. 

Nottinghamshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  February 
meeting,  the  President,  Mr.  E.  W.  Danson,  addres^d 
the  Society  on  the  subject  of  the  T^worth  Mint.  He 
began  by  outlining  the  pre-ment  history  of  the  town  as 
the  capital  of  the  Merican  kings,  its  destruction  by  the 
Danes  in  874,  the  building  of  the  burh  by  i¥,thelfieda  in 
913,  the  residence  of  King  i^thelstan  and  the  second 


destruction  by  the  Danes  in  943.  The  earliest  coins 
were  of  the  reign  of  i'Ethelstan,  but  one  of  these,  struck 
apparently  from  two  reverses,  one  being  very  blundered, 
may  have  been  minted  during  Danish  occupation.  The 
evidence  was  given  for  withdrawing  from  Tamworth  the 
mint  attribution  of  certain  “  three  line  ”  coins  of  Edwig 
and  Edgar.  The  mint  became  active  again  in  the  reign 
of  Edgar,  some  of  whose  coins  of  the  mint  bore  crozier- 
like  and  other  symbols  in  the  field.  Coins  of  the  mint 
were  struck  for  Edward  the  Martyr,  and  all  types  of 
i^thelred  II,  apart  from  the  “  Angus  Dei,”  are  known, 
but  after  that  the  types  represented  are  few  until  the 
latter  half  of  Edward  the  Confessor’s  reign.  In  the 
Norman  period,  when  the  Castle  at  Tamworth  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  Marmions,  the  types  are  very  sparsely 
represented  and,  as  before  the  Conquest,  specimens  are 
of  considerable  rarity,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  type 
of  William  I  from  the  Beaworth  find  and  the  first  two 
types  of  William  II  from  the  Tamworth  find.  The  dis¬ 
covery  of  the  latter  hoard  and  its  contents  were  briefly 
described.  Mr.  Danson  concluded  by  discussing  the 
pros  and  cons  of  W.  J.  Andrew’s  attribution  to  this  mint 
of  the  baronial  coin  of  the  reign  of  Stephen,  B.M.C.  293, 
with  the  legend  alfrd  on  tom. 

The  talk  was  illustrated  by  diagrams,  a  chart  showing 
the  moneyers  and  each  type  they  struck,  a  collection  of 
photographs  of  coins  of  the  mint  and  four  actual  speci¬ 
mens,  including  an  extremely  fine  penny  of  Edward 
the  Martyr. 

For  the  March  meeting  the  Society  was  fortunate 
enough  to  have  as  its  guest  Mr.  P.  J.  Seaby,  who  spoke 
on  Alodern  English  Gold  Coins.  Beginning  with  the 
reign  of  George  III,  Mr.  Seaby  gave  a  fascinating 
economic  history  of  the  country  as. reflected  mainly  in 
the  gold  coinage,  but  by  no  means  neglecting  other 
aspects,  such  as  the  activities  of  banking  companies  and 
their  issues  of  notes.  The  output  of  gold  coin  was 
related  by  the  speaker  to  the  bullion  available  at  the 
mint,  including  demonetised  coin  and  coin  which  had 
fallen  below  the  legal  current  weight,  and  to  other 
economic  factors.  These  figures  were  most  instructively 
illustrated  on  a  large  graph  which  gave  the  output  of 
gold  from  the  Royal  Mint  for  the  last  two  centuries  and 
also  production  figures  for  the  later  subsidiary  mints. 
One  feature  which  many  listeners  had  not  previously 
appreciated  was  the  enormously  increased  minting  of 
sovereigns  during  the  early  part  of  this  century.  In  fact, 
during  the  years  preceding  the  first  world  war,  the 
amount  of  gold  minted  into  sovereigns  exceeded  that 
minted  in  all  other  world  currencies  put  together. 

Mr.  Seaby’s  talk,  which  enthralled  his  listeners  for 
well  over  an  hour,  was  additionally  illustrated  by  fine 
enlarged  photographs  of  all  the  sovereign  types  and  by 
a  number  of  sovereigns,  including  several  forgeries. 

Rye  C.C.  The  monthly  meeting  on  the  14th 
February  at  the  Further  Education  Centre,  Rye,  was 
devoted  to  making  a  television  recording  by  Southern 
Television’s  Dover  Film  Unit  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  David  Rea. 

Members  of  the  club  together  with  their  coins  were 
filmed  and  recorded  interviews  by  the  well-known  I.T.V. 
personality,  Terence  Carroll,  were  made. 

Various  members,  including  the  President,  Mrs. 
Margaret  MacKechnie,  were  asked  their  views  on  coin 
collecting  generally  and  on  particular  coins  which  were 
displayed.  Other  members  related  how  they  first 
started  collecting  coins  and  why  they  collected  a 
particular  series. 

The  wide  and  varied  display  of  coins  provided  by 
the  members  included  ancient  and  modern  pieces  from 
all  parts  of  the  world.  Included  in  the  display  were 
Chinese  “  knife  ”  and  ”  shoe  ”  money,  African  “  ring  ” 
money,  ”  hairpin  ”  money  from  the  Persian  Gulf, 
“  bullet  ”  money  from  Siam  and  a  large  collection  of 
historical  medals. 

To  give  the  programme  a  local  flavour,  filrn  was  also 
taken  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins  from  Sussex  mints,  17th 
and  18th  century  tokens  of  Sussex  and  Kent  and  hop- 
tokens  from  the  Rye  area. 

Sheffield  and  District  Num.  Soc.  At  the  Febru^y 
meeting,  Dr.  G.  Burrow  gave  a  short  but  interesting 
lecture  on  the  1862  Rupees  of  British  India.  This  was 
the  “  frozen  ”  date  and  Dr.  Burrow,  by  skilful  use  of 
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slides,  demonstrated  how  the  different  die  varieties 
could  be  used  as  an  indication  of  the  mint  of  origin  and 
year  of  striking  of  these  coins.  The  remainder  of  the 
meeting  was  devoted  to  a  discussion  on  methods  of 
exhibiting  coins  and  medals  which  had  a  particular 
significance  in  view  of  the  approaching  Croft  House 
Exhibition  in  which  the  Society  were  again  taking  a  stand.

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  Owing  to  illness,  the  presi¬ 
dential  address  B.  Senior,  should  have  given  at  the 
opening  meeting  of  the  session  of  the  society  in  March, 
,  at  Leeds,  had  to  be  transferred  to  September  and  that 
of  F.  Heeley  brought  forward.  Archdeacon  C.  O. 
Ellison,  vice-president,  presided. 

Mr.  Heeley  spoke  on  “  Roman  Republican  Silver,” 
a  subject  that  has  rarely  been  touched  on  by  lecturers 
of  this  society,  and  to  support  a  scholarly  and  compre¬ 
hensive  review  he  exhibited  200  coins  in  superb  condition 
out  of  his  collection  of  over  400  gathered  over  the  past 
40  years. 

The  ancient  writers,  he  emphasised,  knew  far  less 
about  the  coinage  of  this  period  than  was  known  today 
when  in  a  new  field  of  research  more  attention  was  paid 


to  style  and  technique,  the  treatment  of  design  details, 
sequence  marks  and  the  evidence  of  finds. 

So  long  as  Rome  remained  a  central  Italian  state  their 
cumbersome  7E.  money  doubtless  answered  all  local 
requirements.  But  as  one  state  after  another  fell  under 
the  domination  of  the  Republic,  the  Roman  Government 
found  it  necessary  to  inaugurate  a  coinage  under  her 
own  name  and  authority  which  would  not  only  circulate 
throughout  Italy  but  w'ould  facilitate  commerce  with 
non-Italian  nations. 

The  Republic  had  to  strike  a  balance  between  the 
Italo-Greek  system  of  silver  coins  supplemented  by 
smaller  token  denominations  in  bronze  and  that  of  value 
by  weight,  the  traditional  currency  of  Central  Italy. 
This  problem  was  the  cause  of  the  succession  of  the 
somewhat  bewildering  changes  which  occurred  from  time 
to  time  in  the  first  100  years  of  the  Republic’s  history. 

Mr.  Heeley  gave  an  illuminating  description  of  the 
various  items  on  display — which  included  10  coins  of 
Julius  Caesar  and  45  of  Marc  Antony — and  concluded 
with  a  brief  review  of  the  terms  of  army  service  and  the 
payment  system  for  legionaries.
